At Varenncs there was some

two towns blocked by troops of 
the National Guard and armed 
peasantry. 
They had lost! 


Later Marie, sitting between 


two piles of candles in the grocery 
store of one Sance, Mayor of the 
town, talked to the wife of the 
good man while the king, at the 
other end of the shop, tried to 
explain why he had left Paris, 
Marie entreated the wife to in- 
fluence her husband to save the 
king. 


"Bless me, madame, it -would 


"be the destruction of M. Sance," 
was the reply. "I love my king; 
but, by our lady, I love my hus- 
band too, you must know; and he 
would be answerable, you see."
